Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In regard to the 103 rejection of Held in view of Blau, the applicant 
argued that the reference Blau is of non-analagous art and that one would not be motivated to combine the teachings 
of Held and Blau.
